Colour Is Not'A Factor In Honey 
Food Value 

The increased use of honey, as a 
food, for instance, and as a developer | 
of energy for athletes, and an ingre- 
dient in home cooking, has not yet) 
dispelled many popular fallacies con- 
nected with it. Contrary to general 
opinion, colour does not affect the 


food value of honey in any way,|

Edmonton, June 18, 1937.—From 
June 9 to 12, splendid rains were gen- 
eral in south-western areas north, as 
far as Red Deer.
